I ba\e  pleasure  in  presenting  lor  your  consideration,  my  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  ol  the  district  lor  the  year  1059.  The  statistical 
details  ol  the  year’s  Public  Health  activities  and  happenings  are  set 
out  and  tabulated  in  the  body  of  the  report,  so  that  I shall  here 
confine  mysell  to  commenting’  on  points  of  special  interest  and 
importance. 

The  .Mid-year  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  Ceneral 
was  19,450  which  represents  an  increase  of  1,417  on  the  1951  census 
return . 

Deaths  from  all  sources  totalled  22b,  the  principal  causes  being 
diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system,  cancer,  bronchitis  and 
pneumonia.  Live  births  totalled  310.  There  were  no  maternal  deaths, 
but  9 infant  deaths  occurred  during  the  year;  4 of  those  within  the 
first  4 weeks  of  life. 

The  overall  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  (210)  was 
again  less  than  in  the  preceding  year  (335)  due  largely  to  the  decrease 
in  measles  cases  notified  and  also  a welcome  reduction  in  dysentery. 
Cases  of  scarlet  fever  again  showed  some  increase  without,  however, 
amounting  to  anything  like  epidemic  proportions.  Sixteen  cases  of 
whooping  cough  were  notified  and  this  gives  rise  to  some  concern,  in 
that  it  is  not  yet  fully  appreciated  that  this  disease  may  leave  residual 
lung  damage  apparent  in  later  life.  There  is,  therefore,  no  reason 
for  complacency  regarding  the  need  to  immunise  the  susceptible 
children,  i.e.  those  under  school  age. 

fhe  offer  ol  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  was  extended  during 
the  vear,  to  cover  all  persons  between  the  ages  of  (*>  months  and  40 
years.  Supplies  ol  vaccine  are  now  excellent  and  any  persons  desirous 
of  vaccination  should  make  application  to  their  familv  doctor  or  to  the 
local  School  tTmic. 


During  the  year,  particulars  of  the  first  Smoke  Control  Area 
in  the  district  were  submitted  to  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government,  for  approval.  I lie  Order  is  expected  to  be  implemented 
in  the  current  vear.  In  addition  to  the  property  already  standing 
in  the  Brierlcy  Avenue  area,  the  Order  will  also  cover  fresh  Council 
property  being  erected. 

Finally,  1 thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  ol  the  Health 
Committee,  for  their  unfailing  encouragement  and  support.  I 
acknowledge  the  help  received  from  the  Clerk  and  other  officers  of 
the  Council,  and  am  indebted  to  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector 
and  the  Staff'  of  bis  department,  not  only  for  their  co-operation  and 
ever  willing  help  during  the  year,  but  also  on  account  of  the  additional 
work  thrown  on  them  in  the  preparation  of  this  report,  by  reason  of 
my  illness.

The  offer  of  vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis 
was  extended  during  the  year  to  cover  persons  between  the  ages  of  6 
months  and  40  years. 

Arrangements  for  immunisation  are  by  appointment  at  Firs  Hall 
Clinic,  or  by  arrangement  with  the  Family  Doctor. 

School  Health  Service. 

The  Divisional  Medical  Officer  and  the  Assistant  Divisional 
Medical  Officer  are  also  School  Medical  Officers,  Clinics  are  held  at 
Firs  Hall,  as  follows  : — 

Minor  Ailments  : Every  Monday  afternoon  2 p.m.  and  Thursday 
morning  1 O'  a.m. 

Opthalmic  and  Orthodontic  Clinics  attended  by  appointment  only. 
The  School  Denial  Clinic  was  re-opened  in  1952  and  a School 
Denial  Officer  is  in  attendance  each  morning.

Diphtheria. 

Although  we  have  again  been  fortunate  enough  to  have  had  no 
notifications  or  deaths  from  Diphtheria  the  public  cannot  afford  to 
become  complacent.  Immunisation  of  all  children  still  remains  the  sheet 
anchor  of  prevention.  Whenever  a case  of  Diphtheria  does  occur 
especially  in  the  unimmunised  child,  it  can  still  be  a killing  disease. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  incidence  of  scarlet  fever,  42  notifica- 
tions having  been  received  as  against  28  in  the  previous  year.  It  was 
of  a mild  type  which  enabled  all  cases  to  be  nursed  at  home. 

Acute  Pneumonia,  (Primarv  and  Influenzal). 

Twelve  cases  were  notified  against  14  in  the  previous  year.  There 
were  26  deaths  from  Pneumonia  but  only  1 ease  of  notifiable  pneumonia 
died. 

Broncho-pneumonia  is  not  notifiable  and  it  is  in  this  group  that 
most  deaths  occurred. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

No  cases  occurred  during  the  year. 

Erysipelas. 

As  in  previous  years  t lie  number  of  cases  notified  was  small  : only 
one  cast1  occurred  and  made  good  recovery. 
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Pol.lOMN  I 1.1  I IS. 

There  was  one  ease  of  Paralytic  Poliomyelitis  noli  lied  in  the  district. 
Although  vaccine  supplies  became  much  easier  during  the  year  and  the 
olTer  of  vaccination  was  extended  to  those  up  to  40  years  of  age,  the 
response  was  disappointing’  except  in  the  case  of  pre-school  and  school 
children.  Those  beyond  school  leaving’  age  appeared  reluctant  to 
accept  this  responsibility  towards  increasing’  the  level  of  community- 
resistance  to  the  disease.

No  cases  occurred  during  the  year. 


Measles. 

The  biennial  epidemic  occurred  as  anticipated  in  August,  1050  and 
continued  until  June,  1000. 

102  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 


Whooping  Cough. 

There  was  a noticeable  increase  in  the  incidence  ol  whooping 
cough,  10  cases  were  notified  compared  with  1 in  1958. 


Dysentery 

There  were  20  notifications  of  dysentery  which  were  of  the  Sonne 
type.  This  type  of  dysentery  is  very  prevalent  in  the  community  but 
because  of  its  mild  nature  many  of  those  affected  do  not  call  in  medical 
advice  and  thus  remain  unkown  to  the  Health  Department.

No  action  has  been  necessary  relating  to  tuberculosis  employees  in 
the  milk  trade,  nor  for  the  compulsory  removal  to  hospital  of  persons 
suffering  from  the  disease. 

The  duties  of  tuberculosis  visitation  are  carried  out  by  the  staff  of 
the  County  Council. 

Disinfection  of  the  rooms  and  bedding  is  carried  out  in  all  cases  of 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  when  the  patient  dies,  removes  from  the  district, 
or  enters  sanatorium. 

The  number  of  new  cases  showed  a decrease  of  5 on  last  year’s 
figures. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  131  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuber- 
culosis and  25  cases  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  on  the  register.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

1 have  pleasure  in  presenting  lor  your  consideration  mv  Annual 
Report  upon  the  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District  and  the  work 
done  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  during  1959. 

Slum  Clearance  was  held  in  abeyance  due  to  the  fact  that  after 
the  tenants  in  the  two  Clearance  Orders  confirmed  in  1958  had  been 
rehoused,  only  a small  number  of  houses  were  available.  It  is  essential 
that  a regular  supply  of  houses  be  provided  over  the  next  few  years 
to  enable  this  work  to  continue. 

The  serious  nuisance  being  caused  by  caravan  dwellers  on  the 
Propps  Hall  Estate  at  the  end  of  1958  and  the  beginning  of  1959  was 
abated  by  their  eviction.  People  who  live  in  caravans  either  by 
preference  or  because  they  cannot  find  other  accommodation  should 
play  their  part  in  assisting  in  the  maintenance  of  sanitary  conditions 
in  the  district  in  which  they  reside  and  so  be  acceptable  to  the  other 
residents  in  the  area. 

It  is  with  regret  that  I have  again  to  refer  to  the  delay  in  the 
provision  of  the  sewer  in  Woodhouses.  The  absence  of  a sewer  in  this 
part  of  the  Urban  District  is  holding  up  the  Council’s  policy  of 
abolishing  insanitary  pail  closets  and  reducing  the  serious  pollution 
of  the  brooks. 

In  submitting  this  report,  I wish  to  record  my  thanks  to  the 
Members  and  Officials  of  the  Council  and  in  particular  to  the  Staff  of 
the  Health  Department  for  the  invaluable  co-operation  and  assistance 
which  I have  received  during  the  year.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

All  dwellinghouses  in  the  District  are  supplied  direct  I rom  water 
mains.  The  District  is  supplied  by  Oldham  Corporation;  Ashton-under- 
Lyne,  Stab  bridge,  Dukinfield  and  District  Water  Board;  and 
Manchester  Corporation. 

Forty-seven  samples  of  treated  water  going  into  supply  were 
submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  All  were  reported  as 
satisfactory. 

Complaints  are  still  being  received  regarding  low  water  pressure 
in  houses  due  to  silt  from  the  mains  blocking  the  service  pipes. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  river  Medlock  adjoins  the  Sewage  Works,  and  receives  the 
sewage  effluent.  It  flows  along  the  south-east  border  of  the  district. 
On  the  opposite  boundary  of  the  district  is  the  Moston  Brook,  which 
flows  into  the  river  Irk. 

A smaller  brook,  named  Lord’s  Brook,  flows  into  the  Medlock, 
and  another  small  stream  occurs  near  the  Cemetery. 


SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

All  drains  are  examined  before  being  covered  in,  and  smoke  or 
water  tests  applied  where  applicable. 

The  sewers  in  the  district  are  partly  brick  and  partly  pipe.  Most  of 
the  storm  water  finds  its  way  into  the  sewers.  They  are  periodically 
flushed  and  are  ventilated  by  open  manholes  and  gratings.  House 
drains  are  well  trapped  and  soil  pipes  are  properly  ventilated.  The 
sewage  is  treated  at  the  Council’s  Sewage  Works. 

Treatment  of  Sewage  at  Disposal  Works. — The  dry-weather 

flow  of  sewage  exceeds  1,250,000  gallons  per  day.  The  sewage  enters 
the  works  through  a cast-iron  pipe,  3 feet  in  diameter.  The  crude 
sewage  is  treated  with  lime  and  ferrous  sulphate  and  passes  through 
detritus  tanks,  on  through  precipitation  and  settling  tanks,  and  through 
12  sprinkler  filters,  the  effluent  being  subjected  to  humus  tanks  and 
strainer  filters  before  being  discharged  into  the  river  Medlock. 

Woodhouses  is  unsewered.  Most  of  the  sink  waste  water  finds 
its  way  into  ditches  and  small  water  courses.  Lord’s  Brook  is  seriously 
polluted  by  drainage  from  a large  piggery.  Negotations  are  in  hand 
for  the  provision  of  a sewer  which  will  minimise  this  nuisance. 

This  has  been  delayed  due  to  investigations  regarding  alterations 
and  modernisation  of  the  Sewage  Works.

The  Council’s  scheme  for  the  abolition  of  waste  water  closets  in 
the  district  was  practically  completed  during-  the  year. 

Ten  waste  water  closets  were  converted  to  F'resh  Water  Closets, 
H were  abolished  without  conversion  and  the  owner  of  the  remaining 
waste  water  closet  had  agreed  to  carry  out  the  work  of  conversion. 

Unfortunately  there  are  many  pail  closets  and  trough  closets 
in  the  district  but  as  the  majority  of  the  pail  closets  are  situated  in 
Woodhouses,  large  scale  conversions  cannot  be  carried  out  until  the 
sewer  is  provided.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 


Pour  7/8|  cubic  yard  14  horse  power  Earner  Bantam  refuse 
collectors  are  employed  lull  lime  on  the  collection  ol  refuse  and  one 
additional  Karricr  Bantam  is  used  as  a spare  vehicle  lor  emergencies. 

A special  once  weekly  collection  ol  paper  salvage  is  made  from 
certain  shops  and  business  premises,  but  generally  trade  refuse  and 
salvage  are  collected  during  the  normal  course  of  the  house  refuse 
collection  service. 


The  personnel  of  the  Department  is  24,  comprising  a foreman, 
four  drivers,  sixteen  ashbin  men.  two  tip  attendants  and  one  rodent 
operator. 


Refuse  is  collected  from  approximately  (31182  premises  and  a 
regular  weekly  collection  has  been  maintained  apart  from  the  holiday 
periods. 


The  Council  have  operated  a scheme  for  the  maintenance  of  dustbins 
as  a charge  upon  the  general  rate  fund  since  1st  April,  1949;  694 
dustbins  were  provided  under  the  scheme  during  the  past  year. 


All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  on  low  lying  land 
near  Broadway,  adjoining  the  Manchester  Boundary.  This  land 
is  adjacent  to  the  Council’s  Lower  Park  and  tipping  is  at  present 
taking  place  to  extend  the  area  used  as  football  pitches. 

The  tip  has  only  a very  limited  life  and  additional  tipping  sites 
must  be  found  within  the  next  few  years. 


We  are  to  a large  extent  dependant  on  ashes  solicited  from  various 
sources  lor  covering  material  for  the  tip  but  no  shortage  has  been 
noticed  this  year.  We  are  in  addition  purchasing  sufficient  line  ash 
produced  at  a Power  Station  to  completely  seal  the  working  face  during 
the  weekend. 
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I wo  hundred  and  lorty  pail  closets  are  emptied  weekly  by  one  of 
the  refuse  collection  vehicles  to  which  is  attached  a trailer  tank  for 
the  purpose. 

rile  tank  is  emptied,  without  causing  any  nuisance,  into  a special 
chute  in  Lord  Lane  which  is  connected  to  the  Main  Sewer. 

A Karrier  Yorkshire  Diesel  engined  800  gallons  capacity  combined 
gully  and  cesspit  emptier  is  used  for  the  regular  anti  efficient  cleansing 
of  street  gullies.  Cesspools  are  emptied  on  request. 

Street  cleansing  is  carried  out  by  seven  street  orderlies  working  on 
the  beat  system.

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TENTS,  VANS,  SHEDS,  CAMPING  SITES,  ETC. 

The  number  of  moveable  dwellings  in  occupation  at  the  end  of 
the  year  was  7.  Regular  inspections  were  made  to  ensure  compliance 
with  Bye-laws  made  by  the  Council  in  1928. 

No  licences  under  Section  269  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  have 
been  issued  by  the  Local  Authority. 

At  the  beginning  ol  the  year  caravan  dwellers,  on  the  County 
Council  Propps  Hall  Drive  School  Site  and  in  2 private  yards  adjoining, 
were  creating  a nuisance  due  to  lack  of  proper  sanitary  accommodation 
and  water  supply,  also  the  yard  surfaces  and  approaches  were  churned 
up  into  mud  in  wet  weather. 

In  February,  1959,  the  caravan  dwellers  were  given  final  notice  to 
quit  and  were  evicted  from  the  sites  with  most  helpful  co-operation 
from  the  Countv  Police  Officers. 


SMOKE  ABATEMENT 

Twenty-nine  smoke  observations  were  taken  during  the  year.  No 
legal  action  was  taken,  but  it  was  found  necessary  on  a number  of 
occasions  to  inspect  the  boiler  plants  at  factories  in  an  endeavour  to 
reduce  the  output  of  smoke. 

Three  cotton  mills,  which  many  times  emitted  smoke  in  excess  of 
the  permitted  standard,  have  now  ceased  production  and  another  mill 
has  converted  all  power  to  electricity,  the  boilers  providing  heat  only. 

A large  laundry  obtained  the  advice  of  the  National  Fuel 
Efficiency  Service.  A stoker  instructor  made  an  effort  to  stoke  the 
boilers,  with  only  limited  success.  A full  efficiency  test  of  the  laundry 
was  carried  out,  following  this  the  management  agreed  to  the  alteration 
of  the  boilers  at  the  earliest  opportunity. 

A joint  scheme  for  the  investigation  of  atmospheric  pollution  has 
been  formed  bv  twenty-seven  Local  Authorities  and  apparatus  has  been 
installed  at  59  sites  throughout  the  area  of  the  participating  authorities. 
A lead  peroxide  gauge  is  installed  at  the  Council’s  yard  in  Sisson 
Street. 

In  July,  1959,  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
gave  provisional  approval  for  the  formation  of  the  first  Smoke  Control 
Area  in  the  District  and  in  November,  1959,  particulars  of  the 
Failsworth  No.  1 (Brierley  Avenue)  Smoke  Control  Order,  1959  were 
submitted  to  the  Minister  for  approval. 

The  area  comprises  51  acres.  It  then  included  62  privately  owned 
houses,  HO  Local  Authority  houses,  a grocers  shop  anti  a mason’s  yard 
and  workshop. 

The  Brierley  Avenue  Council  house  extension  is  also  included  and 
provision  is  being  made  for  approximately  2H4  houses  and  bungalows, 
50  of  which  will  be  completed  during  1960. 
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DISINFESTATION. 

125  houses  infested  with  cockroaches  were  treated  by  the 
Council  with  insecticides  containing  D.D.T.  The  results  obtained  were 
very  satisfactory.  Re-inspections  were  made  to  check  re-infestation  and 
tenants  were  advised  on  precautions  to  be  taken. 


RODENT  CONTROL. 


One  trained  Rodent  Operator  is  employed  part  time  on  this  work. 
Regular  surveys  were  made  and  all  complaints  given  prompt  attention. 
All  sewers  in  the  district  received  two  treatments  in  accordance  with 
the  methods  approved  by  the  responsible  Ministry,  and  routine 
inspections  and  treatments  were  made  at  other  Council  properties. 

The  South  East  Lancashire  advisory  committee  meets  twice  yearly 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Divisional  Rodent  Officer,  joint  action  is 
planned  between  representatives  when  necessary.

Bye-Laws  for  securing  the  observance  of  Sanitary  and  Cleanly 
Conditions  and  Practices  in  connection  with  the  Handling,  Wrapping 
and  Delivery  of  Food  and  Sale  of  Food  in  the  Open  Air,  came  into 
operation  on  the  17th  July,  1950,  and  the  provisions  are  generally  well 
observed.  One  firm  is  now  concentrating  on  pre-packing  in  cellophane, 
meat  for  retail  sale  in  self  service  shops. 

There  are  now  only  two  licenced  slaughterhouses  in  the  district 
and  most  of  the  slaughtering  for  the  district  continues  to  be  done  at 
the  abattoirs  in  Manchester  and  Oldham.
